Heads of both 
branches of the service believe there 
is no chance of peace. 
They are ex­ 
pecting momentarily a formal decla­ 
ration of war from Huerta. They are 
ready for such action. 


Sug ge stio n s having the approval 
of the President and Secretary Bry­ 
an that the United States will re­ 
main quiet at Vera Cruz for a time, 
are 
disapproved hv the 
men who 
know the actual situation. 
They as-

that 
unless this nation acts 
promptly and rushes an expedition

Vera Cruz, April 24.— Fight hund­ 
red Americans are still in 
Mexico 
City today at the mercy of Dictator 
Iluerta. 
Anti-American demonstra­ 
tions are 
constantly 
in progress. 
Blind with anger, Iluerta has instruc­ 
ted the police and soldiers not 
to 
molest mobs which have 
rioted in 
front of the 
American 
club, 
torn 
down the coat of arms from the door 
of the consulate and stoned and in­ 
sulted Americans who were brave 
enough to appear on the streets. 


The American club has been aban­ 
doned and later looted by Mexicans. 
The American hotel has also been de­ 
serted. 
Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy, 
American charged d’affairs, announc­ 
ed that he was going to Vera Cruz, 
hut it was the intention of O’Shaugh­ 
nessy to leave secretly for Manzan­ 
illo. on the west coast. 


Since Tuesday, 
when Vera Cruz 
was taken, Americans have carried 
their lives in their hands in Mexico 
City. 
As the men worked tirelessly 
in the embassy preparing rifles and 
machine guns for action, the brave 
women of the colony constantly en­ 
couraged their husbands. 
There was 
no sign of fear. 


I arrived in Vera Cruz today with 
150 men, women and children from 
the American, English and German 
colonies in Mexico, City. 
Another 
train w as due to leave the capital 
at seven o’clock this morning 
and 
many more were to come on it. 


Those remaining, however, are de­ 
pendent on Sir Lionel Carden, the 
British 
ambassador. 
He is 
doing 
everything possible to protect them 
and liis plan, when our party left, 
was to distribute the Americans to 
the various embassies. 


Tuesday night every man in the 
American colony, including the cor­ 
respondents, went to 
the 
embassy 
and prepared 275 rifles and two m a­ 
chine guns for action. 
American shops have been looted 
in (lie capital and 
Americans have 
appeared on the streets at their peril. 
All were hissed, stoned and insulted. 
On the trains arriving here 
today 
were 60 Americans, 00 British and 
20 Germans. 
The refugees included 
men, women and 
children. 
Little 
attempt was made to carry anything 
from their 
homes.

siudi belongings as they could and 
took the first train possible from the 
capital.
